Public Schools, having been duly sworn, on cath gives the following 
answer to interrogatory No. 25 apon his own personal knowledge, and 
apon information aud belief: 

On February 1, 1983, in egreement with the District of Col- 
umbia public school system, the Metropolitan Police Department 

tablished “short beats” for police officers in various areas of the 

city so that the officers may be geographically close to the pablic 
schools in the areas and may maintain a close liaison with the prin- 
¢ipals of the several schools. The “short beat” is further designed 
so that the police officer may be in and around the school grounds dur- 
ing those times of day when trouble might be expected to arise. The 
officer is also expected to check the schools in the areas from time to 
time to prevent vandalism and larceny. 

There are 12 designated areas of “short beats”:

Interrogatory numbered 29 requires that defencants 
state the geographical boundaries for all public schools 
since 1954, including any changes made during that period 


of time. There are approximately 160 such schools within 
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the District of Columbia. The development of such informea~ 
tion for a twelve-year period would require an indefinite | 
time for compliance. Accordingly, the interrogatory is 
burcensome anc oppressive. 

interrogatories numbered 31 and 32 are objected to 
because they are vague and indefinite in their terms. 
These éefendants cannot determine what Specific information 
is requested. Accordingly, these defendants cannot 
the interrogatories.
